Cinema King. 


D. W. Griffith is pre-emin- 
ent in the film world in Americs. 
He, ‘was the producer of ihe 
“Birth of a Baier which at- 
tracted so much attention in Eog- 
lend ecme months sgo, snd"is re- 
epocsible f-r the great film story 
“Intolerance,” which is now 
attracting © crowded houses at 
Drary Lane Theatre. He hes re 
cently been on his. firat visit to 
Eogland, and he gives, in the 
following article ta the Daily 
Chronicle, his impression of Eng- 
land in war time :— : 

The gresteet discovery I have 
made in this my firet yisit to 
England‘ie tha spirit of service’ 
and cf eacrifica whichI find ex- 
isting every where.
